PROFITS AND ШУХВТОМ 
The Senate-House economic committee has concluded 
its hearings on corporate profits. Now it begins the hard 
part of its job. It must write a report for Congress, which 
will entail agreement on findings and recommendations. 
There is a possibility that it may not succeed in that effort. 
The committee’s report cannot be anticipated, as it 
may divide. There is a possibility that there will be two 
reports. Bnt in the interim it is possible to mull over 
Chairman Flanders’ comment that industrial leaders who 
testified before the committee “ made a better case for 
their profits“ than he expeoted. That indicates, at least, 
that the oommittee will not unanimously support the con­ 
tention that corporate profits are too high. 
What testimony most impressed Chairman Flanders 
he did not say. It may have been that of economists like 
Professor Slichter of Harvard and Professor Paton of the 
University of Michigan, who testified that corporation 
profits are too low. They were able to show that profit 
figures are misleading—and also that the investor is the 
man who is not getting a fair share of the national income. 
Some striking figures on this second point appeared 
a few deys ago in an article by Edward H. Collins in the 
New York Times. They put farm income in 1948, in terms 
of 1939 dollars, 123 per cent higher than in 1939, incomes 
from businesses and professions 111 per cent higher, in- 
oome from salaries and wages 78 per cent higher. But they 
estimated income from dividends at only 16 per cent 
higher and income from interest at 35 per cent lower. 
These statistics strongly suggest that the owners of 
stock in American industrial enterprises have not shared 
proportionately in inflation-swollen prosperity. 


1835 OR 1940^A PARALL1L 
On this New Year’s Eve it seems pertinent to recall, 
without comment, the words of Alexis de Tocquevillc in 
his “Democracy in America,’’ written in 1835, 
“There are at the present time two great nations in 
the world« which started from different points, but seem 
to tend toward the same end. I allude to the Russians and 
the Americans. 
“All other nations seem to have nearly reached their 
natural limits, and they have only to maintain their power; 
but these are still in the act of growth. All the others have 
stopped,.Or continue to advance with extreme difficulty; 
these alone are proceeding with ease and clarity aloi it* a 
path to which no limit can be perceived. 
“The American struggles against the obstacles that 
nature opposes to him; the adversaries of the Russian 
are men. The former combats the wilderness and savage 
life; the latter, civilization with all its arms. The con­ 
quests of the American are therefore gained by the plow­ 
share; those of the Russian by the sword. The Anglo- 
American relies upon personal interest to accomplish his 
ends and gives free scope to the unguided strength and 
common sense of the people; the Russian centers all the 
authority of society in a single arm. 
«The principal instrument of the former is freedom; 
of the latter, servitude. Their starting-point is different 
and their courses are not the same; yet each of them.seems 
marked out by the will of Heaven to sway the destinies 
of half the globe.” 


TW1LVS MEN ALONS 
Twelve men who spent Christmas on an icecap in 
Greenland, including five would-be rescuers, have been 
snatohed off their perilous perch and are none the worse 
for their harrowing experience. Seven were marooned on 
the ice when their big plane was forced down. Attempts 
to take them off by glider failed when the ropes snap­ 
ped because of the low temperature. Thus five other fliers 
were added to the little band. 
• 
They were rescued by a plane with ski landing gear 
as the carrier Saipan was rushing to the scene with five 
lietioopters. That they were able to endure three weeks on 
the ice cap and were finally rescued are achievements to 
be credited to recent advances in aviation. Food and sup­ 
plies were dropped to them that enabled them to cheat 
death in temperatures of more than 40 degrees below 
zero and in 90-mile-an-hour winds. 
Before the war it would have been impossible to op­ 
erate planes under such conditions and the men undoub­ 
tedly would have perished. In fact, they would never have 
been located, and another mystery would have been chalk­ 
ed up in the history of aviation.

The prosecution of Josef Cardi­ 
nal Mindazenty in Budapest fur- 
nishee proof to what extremes 
these Communist-supported gov­ 
ernments will go to protect them­ 
selves against an overthrow that 
at times seem inevitable. 
It coincides in a most timely 
manner with President Truman's 
enigmatic assertion that "certain” 
elements In the Kremlin’s ruling 
clique, want peace and understand­ 
ing with the western world. 
Oblously, Hungary cannot take 
any steps toward removing these 
factors Inside Russia which could 
prove Its own undoing. But it can 
and is dealing In typical ruthless 
fashion with the few persons of 
true Democratic leanings whose 
positions are high qnough to give 
their voices a power to be heard in 
the wlldemes 
One Indication 
One indication of the lack of 
permanence among the eastern 
European nations is the continued 
activity of ex-kings and pretenders 
who remain supremely confident 
that they will live to know the 
glories of throne and sceptre. 
The Hungarians themselves ad­ 
mitted the always^present possi­ 
bility of a restoration and the 
strong monarchist sentiment In 
their country by naming Archduke 
Otto of Hapsburg as the kingpin 
of Mindacenty's alleged plot.

PROFITS AND INVSST01S 
The Senate-Honse economic committee ha* concluded 
it* hearings on corporate profits. Now it begins the hard 
part of its job. It must writ« a report for Congress, which 
will entail agreement on findings and recommendations. 
There is a possibility that it may not succeed in that effort. 
The committee’s report cannot be anticipated, as it 
may divide. There is a possibility that there will be two 
reporta. But in the interim it is possible to mull over 
Chairman Flanders’ comment that industrial leaders who 
testified before the committee “ made a better case for 
their profits“ than he expected. That indicates, at least, 
that the oommittee will not unanimously support the con­ 
tention that corporate profits are too hiffh. 
What testimony most impressed Chairman Flanders 
he did not say. It may have been that of economists like 
professor Slichter of Harvard and Professor Paton of the 
University of Michigan, who testified that corporation 
profits are too low. They were able to show that profit 
figures are misleading—and also that the investor is the 
man who is not getting a fair share of the national income. 
Some striking figures on this second point appeared 


g few days ago in an article by Edward H. Collins in the 
New York Times. They pnt farm income in 1948, in terms 
of 1939 dollars, 123 per cent higher than in 1939, incomes 
from businesses and professions 111 per cent higher, in- 
oome from salaries and wages 78 per cent higher. But they 
estimated income from dividends at only 16 per cent 
higher and income from interest at 35 per cent lower. 
These statistics strongly suggest that the owners of 
gtock in American industrial enterprises have not shared 
proportionately in inflation-swollen prosperity.

On this New Year’s Eve it seems pertinent to recall, 
without comment, the words of Alexis de Tocqweville in 
his “ Democracy in America,” written in 1835, 
“ There art at the present time two great nations in 
the world# which started from different points, but seem 
tend toward the same end. I allude to the Russians and 
the Americans. 
“ All other nations seem to have nearly reached their 
natural limits, and they have only to maintain their power; 
but these are still in the act of growth. All the others have 
Stopped».continue to advance with extreme difficulty; 
theee alone are proceeding with ease and clarity along a 
path to which no limit can be perceived. 
“ The American struggles against the obstacles that 
nature opposes to him; the adversaries of the Russian 
are men. The former combats the wilderness and savage 
life; the latter, civilisation with all its arms. The con­ 
quests of tiie American are therefore gained by the plow­ 
share; those of the Russian by the sword. The Anglo- 
American relies upon personal interest to accomplish his 
ends and gives free scope to the unguided strength and 
oommon sense of the people; the Russian centers all the 
authority of society in a single arm. 
11 The principal instrument of the former is freedom; 
of the latter, servitude. Their starting-point is different 
and their courses are not the same; yet each of them seems 
marked out by the will of Heayen to sway the destinies 
of half the globe.” 


TWBLVR MEN ALONR 
Twelve men who spent Christmas on an icecap in 
Greenland, including five would-be rescuers, have been 
axtatohed off their perilous perch and are none the worse 
for their harrowing experience. Seven were marooned on 
the ice when their big plane was forced down. Attempts 
to take them off by glider failed when the ropes snap­ 
ped because of the low temperature. Thus five other fliers 
Were added to the little band. 
• 
They were rescued by a plane with ski landing gear 
as the carrier Saipan was rushing to the scene with five 
helicopters. That they were able to endure three weeks on 
the ice cap and were finally rescued are achievements to 
be credited to recent advances in aviation. Food and sup­ 
plies were dropped to them that enabled them to cheat 
death in temperatures of more than 40 degrees below 
aero and in 90-nnle-an-hour winds. 
Before the war it would have been impossible to op­ 
erate planes under such conditions and the men undoub­ 
tedly would have perished. In fact, they would never have 
keen located, and another mystery would have been chalk­ 
ed up in the history of aviation.

Answer: The most important 
suggestion Is that your personnel 
be immaculately clean; that the 
girls wear a little make-up but 
not too much. Those with bobbed 
haid should wear an inconspicuous 
aet over it, for obvious reasons. 
Keop your tablecloths spotlessly 
clean with no evidences of used 
dishes thereon after diners have 
left the table. Make it a rule that 
as soon as a table is vacated it is 
to be prepared for the next custom­ 
er. After guests are seated, have 
a waiter appear at the table with 
a menu. Nothing so irritates diners 
as* the kind of restaurant that 
makes them wait for ten or fifteen 
minutes before any attention Is 
jiven them. When they have had 
time to look over the menu, the 
waiter should appear with pencil 
and pad and unhurriedly write the 
orders. Patrons are Invariably ir­ 
ritated by the waiter whose prime 
purpose appears to be to escape 
from rather than serve them. He 
should hold the knives, forks and 
spoons by the handles, keep hit 
hgnds off the rims of glasses, 
away from any part of a dish that 
touches the food. If a waiter finds 
it difficult to serve e patron in 
an inaccessible part of the table, 
he should not reach over another 
diner to do eo. It would be far 
more appreciated if he would ask 
someone at the table to pass the 
dish. It Is definitely annoying to 
have a waiter reach over your 
hesd. 
Loot but not least, the waiter 
should stand nearby that he may 
be available when needed. Of 
course, he should not stand so 
close that those whom he serves 
might think he le eavesdropping.

HARRISBURG, Dec. 31—(INS) | 
—Any reasonable legislative pro­ 
gram to free 10 intra-state toll 
bridges today was assured of Gov. 
Jam es H. Duff’s support. 
He explained he was ”in com­ 
plete sympathy with any program 
that looks to the elimination of 
toll bridges in Pennsylvania.” 
Two bridges each are located at 
Harrisburg and Bethlehem and 
one each at Sunbury. Allentown, 
Clarks Ferry, Point Perion, Char­ 
leroi and EHwood City. 
“These bridges are across free 
highways 
and 
these 
highways 
ought to be free in their entire 
course.” Duff asserted. “In many 
cases, toll bridges are in a situation 


where the bridge is the only route 
between two places. 
“The administration will defi­

program to

the toll 
bridges of this state.” 
The fight to free the spans was 
initiated in 1931 by Governor Pin-

and in 1933 a $10,000,000 
bond issue was approved by the 
state’s voters to underwrite the 
program.

In the seven years he has been 
district attorney, Mr. Donaldson 
has been zealous in getting pleas 
to crimes where the guilt is «PP»'’* 
ent. Seven terms of criminal court 
have been cancelled due to the 
large number of pleas secured an 
average of one per year. In other 
words, twenty-five percent of the 
criminal court terms scheduled 
have been made unnecessary and 
the taxpayers have been saved 
thousands of dollars. 
The year 1948 has set a new 
high for the collection offines 
and costs. During the year $32,000 
has been collected, a new high for 
the county. 
This exceeds even 
th: days of prohibition when boot- 
ieg caaes were heavy. 
Since assuming the office Mr. 
Donaldson has collected more than 
$150,000 in fines, costs and for­ 
feitures. all of which have gone 
into the county treasury

Docket Up To Date 
Notwithstanding <he increasing 
volume of work, the criminal 
docket is up to date. Withi two or 
three necessary exceptions, the 
year has ended with disposition of 
S cases either by guilty pleasjir 
by jury trial. This also has been 
an unusually successful year for 
winning pleas of guilty, thus> dis­ 
pensing with iury trials, *avmg the 
county and the parties hundreds 
of dollars in court costs and ex­ 
penses 
The obtaining of pleas 
this year resulted in the *tolttion 
of one of the four sessions of crim­ 
inal court, the December trial term. 
1<4 Felonies 
The docket records for 1948 
maintained by the officei of the 
District Attorney show that 164 
cases, or approximately 28 per cent 
of the total, Involved felonies.

Violations of Peace 
Violations of the public peace. 
Including aggravated assault and 
battery, assault and battery, disor­ 
derly conduct and surety of the 
peace, totaled 66 cases. One case 
of murder and one case of volun­ 
tary manslaughter occurred dur­ 
ing the year; the defendant in each 
case entered a plea of guilty. 
Liquor Prosecutions 
Some of the other cases prose­ 
cuted In 1948 by the district at­ 
torney’s office included violations 
of the liquor control and beverage 
license laws, vehicle code, and uni­ 
form firearms act, totaling 53 cases. 
Prosecutions for violation of the 
Liquor Control Act resulted in the 
collection of $4,059 90 In fines and 
costs. Fines and Forfeitures 
Racket prosecutions, involving 
violations of law in the operation 
of the s ta lle d ‘‘numbers’’ or 
"bug" lottery, resulted In the col 
lection of $8,355.70 in fines, costs 
and forfeitures. The total of fines, 
coats and forfeitures collected in 
all criminal prosecutions and paid 
into the county treasury during the 
year was $£1,960,72.

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COLOBFUL FOOD HELPS 
CELEBRATE NEW YEAR 
Whether you inrtte a few close 
friends to watch tne old year out 
on New Year’s eve. or have open 
house on New Year’s Da>, food is 
sure to be an important part oi 
your celebration. A punch bowl is 
traditional at this season, with hot 
and iced punch being about equal 
in popularity. 
Tiny open face sandwiches, rich 
holiday cookies, and thin slices of 
fruit cake are suitable to serve 
with any fruit or tea base puncn 
hot or cold. If the punch is cold, 
serve sizzling hot snacks, such as 
deviled cheese crackers or bacon 
wrapped around some choice mor­ 
sel of cheese or olive and broiled. 
Almost any sandwich type snack 
can be broiled and served hot. 
Ginger ale or sparkling water 
adds zip to iced fruit punches. Add 
it at the last minute and avoid 
using too much sugar in the basic 
punch mixture.

The fish that are being caught 
in and around St. Petersburg now 
are mostly sea trout.

An­ 
other specie that is quite plenti­ 
ful is the sheephead, which is dis­ 
tinguished by stripes around Its 
body, like a zebra. It is also dubbed 
the convict fish, because it reminds 
one of gangs of prisoners seen 
working on some southern roads, 
under the watchful eye of guards 
with double barrelled shotguns. 
Some mackerel are being caught, 
but the real mackerel season does 
not come in until later. Other pop­ 
ular fish are the grouper and king- 
fish They are usually caught in 
deep water by fishermen In boats.

In connection w< Hi fishing it is a 
curious fact that
